This man Immediately after the 
explosion, applied a tourniquet to the 
stump of Sllvorsteln's mangled arm 
and thus prevented him bleeding to 
death. It Sllvorstein recovers ho will 
bo placed on trial for murder in the 
tlrst degree tor killing Ignatz Hilde- 
brand. who, It now appears, was an 
Inuoccnt bystander attractsd to Union 
square only by curiosity. _

STIFFEN LOWER PART ONLY. 


Mistake to Iron Bodice Part cf Any 


Under Garment. 


The lower part only of a petticoat is 


stiffened, as the softer the bodice part 
of any undergarment the more com- 
fortable it is to the wearer. 
But. two- 


thirds of the skirt should ho stiffened. 


The degree of starch used depends 


on the quality of tho material, but as 
these skirts are frequently made of 
fairly strong muslin they require less 
stiffening than thin material. 


They may bo stiffened In equal parts 


of starch and water, or at least two- 
of starch to one-third of water, unless 
they are desired very stiff, when they 
must, be dipped '" f"" starch. They 
should then »o dried and damped and 
they are ready for ironing. 


To iron a petticoat, being with tho 


tapes, straps and then the bodice. Tile 
skirt may then bo ironed on a board. 
The skin should ho folileil into a strip, 
arranging It. to begin with, liy the 
back seam; then double the strip Into 
two, or fold In three according to the 
length of the skirt. 


Flour Pudding. 


This desert Is known In Maryland 


and thu Virginias as a "Hour pudding," 
but In reality Is a boiled apple dum- 
pling. 
Sift sufficient flour to make the 


quantity of dumplings you wish and 
mix In a little Bait.

make It of preserved fruits, plums 
and peaches being particularly palat- 
able. 


Potato Dumplings. 


Grate equal parts of raw and boiled 


potatoes, put the grated raw potatoes 
In a cloth and squeeze out nil of tho 
liquid, Jeaving them perfectly dry. 
Now put into a mixing bowl and add 
from one to three eggs (beaten), some 
salt and enough flour to make the mix- 
ture stick wlien rolling Into balls. 
Drop into boiling salted water and 
boll about 20 or 25 minutes without 
a lid. Before rolling the whole mix. 
ture into balls try one In the water 
first, If it melts or breaks In tho water 
then add more flour to tho mixture.

them to paint out thoir signs. 
No 


answer was received to our letter. 
Wo then decided,that nntil they ac- 
ceedod to our request we would not 
use their flour.

tocviewed all the merchants in town 
selling Gold Medal flour, asking them 
to write 
to 
tbe Washbur i-Orosby 


Company stating our wishes and re- 
questing them to paint out these signs., 
before May 1st. 
The response was 


most courteous. . I would snggost that 
nil the ladies show thoir appreciation 
of the Washbnru-Orosby Company's 
action by using Gold Medal flour.

dry powdery dust and sand.

was no exception to the rule for the 
balance of the town and its people 
were dirty euonah to rnako the rule 
hold good. 
There is also a market, 


but a very poor affair. 
Tho native 


women arc the business men of the 
town as far as atoro keeping goea. 
In 


business they do all the trading, even 
by taking trips along the coast to 
other places as far up as LaLibralad 
and Acajnlta, Sulvidor to buy and 
sell baskets, band made brooms, straw 
hats, eggs, hand made 
hammocks, 


etc.. 
The importing of bnrbod wire 


and liquors etc.. aud bnying 
and 


selling of coffee,' sugar, etc. 
is done 


by Americans or other progressive 
people. 


There is no fresh water in the town 


except what is brought down from tbe 
mountains in a tank oar by tho rail- 
road. 
This water is furnished free 


to the people by the government, the 
women and children going to the car 
aud carrying it away in all sorts of 
dishes, pans, pots and jars. 
They 


use the water very economically as 
far as toilet purposes are concerned. 
From what I could sea of the people's 
bauds and faces or other portions of 
their person exposed from lack of 
clotning and no cl. thing I would be 
.willing to bet that the last time any 
of them took a bath was when they 
were last caught out in a heavy rain 
storm and as the dry season has been 
on for about throe mouths, all had
